To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money to lay pipes connecting with the steam 
fire pump at the creamery and two or more hydrants, 
one of the hydrants to be set atsome point near the grist- 
mill, and one on the common near the road opposite the 
engine ‘house, and one or more pipes and hydrants at 
such other points as the town may vote, or act in relation 
thereto. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to hire the Clark 
fund at five per cent interest and exempt the same from 
taxation, or pass any vote in relation thereto. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to lay a concrete 
walk from some point near the residence of Henry Far- 
ley, between the highway and trees on the south of the

common to the terminus of the present walk west of the 
Baptist common; also a walk from the town house to 
intersect with the proposed walk south of the common, 
and appropriate money for the same, or act in relation

To see if the town will vote to have the 
selectmen run out the west line of the town and cause 
suitable monuments to be erected thereon, provided the 
town of Francestown will concur in the same, or act in 
relation to the same. 

Art. 9. By request of Joseph L. Lash to see if the 
town will vote to discontinue the old highway in the east 
part of the town leading from the mountain road to 
Goftstown line. 

ArT. 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire money to meet the necessary expenses 
of the town.

The superintendent’s report to us herewith submitted 
shows the mortuary record of the year to be smaller than 
any previous report for years; and while with heartfelt 
gratitude we realize this blessing, let our fullest sympathy 
zo out to those who have been called to bear the heavy 
sorrow and burdens resulting from death’s unerring 
blow. Good care has been bestowed by the superintend. 
ent on the cemetery grounds, and it involves much labor 
and pains during the spring and summer months to keep 
this cemetery in a proper condition. Wecan now invite 
strangers to visit this hallowed spot with its beautiful 
view of our pleasant town, and feel that in comparison 
with cemeteries in most of the country towns, we as a 
town will not suffer by the comparison. This result has 
come by your interest in your own family lots, that they 
shall be neatly kept and the marble well preserved, and 
in your quick and generous support to whatever the trus- 
tees have recommended to your notice. The time has 
now come when nearly all the lots on the north and south 
addition to the orginal cemetery are taken as family lots; 
and last season we laid out a portion of the addition on 
the west, and several of these lots have been taken, 
although we cannot as yet deed them, because we wish 
to further improve and make plans and survey of the 
whole ground on that part before the lots can be num- 
bered; yet there are lots laid out, so any can have a good 
selection.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the school district in the town of New 
Boston, qualified to vote in district affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in 
said district on Wednesday, the thirteenth day of March, 
1895, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects:

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Selectmen : 

As the first of March approaches, it reminds us of the 
annual report which the law requires us to file with you. 
The chairman submits the following : 

The number of schools we have maintained, the num- 
ber of terms, the number of weeks in each term, and the 
names of the teachers you will find in the statistical re- 

ort. 
7 The amount of money that has been expended and 
what it has been expended for, you will find in the finan- | 
cial statement. 

The board thought best to close the schools in divi- 
sions 8 and 11 when scarlet fever broke out, to prevent 
the disease from spreading and further injuring the 
schools and business of the town. The teacher of divi- 
sion 6 resigned, and being unable to secure another 
teacher we were obliged to shorten the term. Hence, 
these schools have not made the improvement they 
otherwise would. | 

The schools have been an improvement over last year. 
This is due in part to a better knowledge of the different 
schools, a better knowledge of our teachers, and to the 
retention of the best, when it has been possible, and to 
assigning them such schools as they were best fitted to 
conduct; and also, in part, to the interest manifested by 
parents and others, in giving information and making 
suggestions of matters pertaining to the schools. 

A better attendance has been maintained throughout 
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the year, by presenting diplomas to all those whose names 
appear upon the roll of honor. 

I believe that there should be a course of study legally 
adopted in all the schools in town; that the common 
schools should be graded up to the high school; then, 
and not till then, will we receive the full benefit from 
the money that we have for the support of schools. 

I believe that there should be a code of rules and reg- 
ulations compiled by the board, and a copy of the same 
placed in every occupied schoolroom iv town. 

Our high school ought to be an established fact, not 
optional with the school board. This can and should be 
done by vote of the district.
